
The application is granted for the purpose of remanding the case to the Court of Criminal Appeals for reconsideration in light1

of this Court’s opinion in State v. Burkhart, No. M1998-00344-SC-R11-CD, which opinion was released at Nashville on October 10,
2001.  On remand, the Court of Criminal Appeals shall clarify the action to be taken by the Criminal Court pursuant to the opinion of
the Court of Criminal Appeals when the case is remanded to the trial court.
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
